Anyone who saw The Best Of Star 
Trek Live may recall the prop peo- 
ple dressed in black who, for 
example, during the opening cred- 
its ran in and out of the audience 
with cheap plastic Enterprises 
strapped to their heads.

They also happen to avoid red 
meat and exercise regularly and 
their overall lifestyles are specifical- 
ly designed to make them live, if 
not forever, then at least long 
enough to enjoy large inheritances 
from well-heeled, healthy parents. 
So there's your non-smokers. 

Smokers, on the other hand, are 
prominent in socio-economic 
groups whose members tend to 
drink, eat greasy fast foods and 
have many sources of extreme 
stress in their lives. 

Recently, that would include be- 
ing made to bear the brunt of 
deficit-fighting policies by govern- 
ments who regularly accuse them 
of being Jazy and irresponsible. 
They don't stand to inherit a pen- 
ny from their parents, who are 
often already dead. 


Lifestyle deficits 


Were these factors taken into 
account in the study? Could these 
other lifestyle deficits among a sig- 
nificant proportion of smokers have 
skewed the results? 

What I would like to see is a new 
study of the effects of smoking 
among middle-aged vegetarians, 
who have low-stress, well-paying 
professional jobs, work out regu- 
larly, drink moderately (well, pretty 
moderately), get plenty of sleep and 
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FJ 
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own pets. 

There are surely enough of us to 
warrant a study. True, our smoking 
tends to be sporadic, since we ае 
always trying to quit and often ‹ can’ t 
bring ourselves to finish the ciga- 
rettes we've lit while reading 
headlines in the newspaper. 

On the other hand, over time the 
amount we smoke probably re- 
mains pretty constant at a ratio of 
about five cigarettes actually 
smoked to every cigarette we ad. 
mit to having smoked. What better 
way to isolate the risks of smoking 
and bring some needed emphasis 
to the little-known fact that people 
are dying out there of other thing: 
besides cigarettes? 


Worth the risk 


For some, smoking is a quality of 
life issue — the pleasure derived is 
worth the risk. Others continue to 
smoke, or start to, because the cir. 
cumstances of their lives do not 
incline them to be rational about 
their health. 

Perhaps we need some studies to 
document the health risks of unem- 
ployment, low wage, part-time jobs, 
chronic financial insecurity, debts 
and poverty. Surely these things 
also put a strain on the heart. 

In some ways the anti-smoking 
crusade is like anorexic dieting — 
by focussing on an addiction that 
can be controlled in a world that 
seems out of control, it becomes 
itself a form of addiction. 

Maybe we should stop treating 
smoking as an isolated evil that can 
be studied to death, censured, 
quarantined, ^ and UTERE ly 
banned. We should see it rather in 
the context of all the other social 
pathologies that will still be there, 
taking their toll, when the last le- 
gal cigarette is burned out. e 


Bazaar delights

dmontonians will be able to 

enjoy the delights of Lhasa next 
week. The fourth annual Tibetan 
Bazaar will come to Catalyst Thea- 
tre Sept. 23-24 as a fundraising 
event put on by the Gaden Samten 
Ling Buddhist Meditation Society. 

The organization hosts a number 
of events during the year, but the 
Bazaar is their most successful уеп- 
ture. Last year over 1,600 people 
attended. 

"We're trying to raise money to 
build or buy a permanent centre,” 
said the group's secretary, Carol 
Tomlinson. "Right now we're rent- 
ing the second floor of a flower 
shop." 

GSL is a non-profit group seek- 
ing to provide interested students 
with instruction in Tibetan Mahay- 
ana Buddhism. 

Hats, incense, jewelry, instru- 
ments, clothing, katags, CDs and 
deity cards are some of the wares 
that will be on sale at the bazaar. 
The goods are imported by Tibet- 
ans living in Alberta who regularly 
make trips to Northern India. 

"We have a lot of stuff that peo- 
ple wouldn't find anywhere else," 
says Tomlinson. The merchandise 
is bought from free Tibetans living 
in places like Dharamsala, where 
the Dalai Lama lives. 

“There will be a lot of literature 
and information on the Tibetan sit- 


uation," says Tomlinson. Visitors 
will be able to sample Tibetan but- 
ter tea or Tibetan Momos (steamed 
flour dumplings with meat or veg- 
etarian fillings and sauce). 

Interactive displays and demon- 
strations „yill include, videos, 
origami, bowls of colored water, 
model trains, storytelling and pot- 
tery by Tony Reid. 

Local choreographer Maria For- 
molo will be performing eastern 
traditional dances such as the Sar- 
aswati. A wake-up song of the First 
Nations people will also be per- 
formed.

‘handing out what they call a Bad 
Date Sheet. 

Reading through it, one finds out 
how dangerous the life of a prosti- 
tute can be. 

Here are just examples of johns 
who qualify as bad dates: “has 
threatened guys with a fish mallet,” 
“once inside apartment, wants to 
handcuff, and threatens with a load- 

— ed handgun,” “tries to take off the 
condom,” “took victim to graveyard 
and raped” and, by far the sickest, 
“wants girl to act like a small child 

— and call him daddy, told girl he and 


his girlfriend have sex with their 
out the Bad Date Sheet, which also 
prostitute sounds like a tough job, 
lishing relationships with these 
people and understanding street 
culture. We recognize we're on 
somebody else's turf, and we un- 
derstand why they're there." 
Fellow Outreach worker Helen 
Krimmer says their basic message 
fo those who work in even the most 
high-track and potentially danger- 
905 of areas, like the market gates 
at 96th, is: "you are a good person, 
you're just in a bad situation." 
There are plenty of ways to de- 
fine a bad situation. In a city as 
Seemingly safe as Edmonton, tricks 
can run the gamut from the rou- 
tine of blow jobs and a basic lay to 


the horror of rape fantasies which 


turn into full-blown acts of vio- 
lence.

> The mission of Crossroads Out- 
reach Program is, ultimately, to get 
young female and male prostitutes 
off the streets and into the few safe 
houses they have been able to cre- 
ate. 

There, young prostitutes can be 
provided with shelter from a vio- 
lent yet oddly seductive 
environment and can also learn life- 
skills necessary to survive in the 
real world. 

Street-smart 

In the meantime, Crossroads 
Outreach workers are willing to do 
what they can to help the situation 
on the streets. One of the methods 
is finding unobtrusive ways to hand 
includes street-smart safety tips. 
Another is handing out condoms.

A crossroads project shows 
prostitutes how to avoid them 


There is far too much of the lat- 
ter, as many as three reports a week 
to Crossroad’s Bad Date line. The 
Bad Date Sheet includes some of 
the details of tricks gone bad. 

Whether or not you choose to 
empathize with a male prosititute, 
whether or not you believe some- 
one in his profession is “asking for 
it," imagine this: you're picked up 
in an '87 Oldsmobile, expecting it 
to be just another trick. Instead, 
you're hauled off to a house where 
three other men jump you, one of 
them wielding a crowbar, all of 
them uttering threats of rape. You 
have to escape through a window. 


Gay bashing 


Krimmer says the male prosti- 
tutes are always the hardest ones 
to get across to, their skin has 
grown thick from multiple inci- 
dents of gay bashing, rapes and 
other acts of aggression, almost all 
of which go unreported. Perhaps 
they think no one would care, that 
homosexuality is an abomination to 
begin with. 

According to Krimmer, “some of 
these male prostitutes are homo- 
sexual and some aren't." However, 
to her knowledge, there are no fe- 
male johns. Krimmer surmises a 
healthy percentage of the men who 
pick up male prostitutes have 
homophobia issues to work out... 
and often do so through violence. 

Misogyny is alive and well, too. 
Crossroads’ Bad Date Sheet tells 
the horrifying tale of a prostitute 
who followed a tattooed man up to 
his apartment and started her trick, 
as requested, with a blow job. What 
followed was an hour-and-a-half of 
rape, including attempted anal pen- 
etration. 

The bad date also attempted to 
take his condom off to strangle his 
victim, and to apologize for what a 
"bad guy" he was... wbile he was 
raping her. The prostitute was fi- 
nally able to escape, but without 
her clothes. 

Other stories are even more dis- 
turbing. In May of this year, one 
prostitute was picked up by two 
young men and taken to an acre- 
age past Stony Plain. In the cab with 
them was a 12-year-old boy, who 
was dropped off at the acreage. 

When two older men hopped in 
at that point, the nightmare began. 
After a long drive, the four men 
drove into the country with their

Reid says there is no easy way to 
characterize the typical john. 

"They are of any age and any 
socio-economic background," she 
claims. "And we've seen a lot of 
guys with baby-seats in the back of 
the car, too... so a lot of these guys 
are obviously married with fami- 
lies." 

What turns on a john? Reid says 
"a lot of the customers want the 
young, baby-faced look... the 
younger, the better." Crossroads 
Outreach has dealt with prostitutes 
as young as 13 or 14 years of age. 

"A lot of the johns also prefer 
their girls pregnant," Reid contin- 
ues. 

"We see women who are preg- 
nant, even into their eighth or 
ninth month of pregnancy, having 
to work... and then having to have 
sex only three days after the baby 
is born." 

Some of the girls working the 
streets of Edmonton's inner city are 
actually single mothers, working 
hard to support a young child. This 
seems ironic in an area where, ac- 
cording to a community plea in one 
of Crossroad's pamphlets, "small 
kids have been putting used con- 
doms in their mouth, thinking 
they're balloons, (so) PLEASE 
DON'T pull your dates into school 
yards or driveways." 


Single mothers 


It also seems ironic, even tragic, 
that a high number of working sin- 
gle mothers are managed by pimps 
who usually take 100 per cent of 
the girl's income. (They do often 
provide essential food and shelter, 
however.) 

These same single mothers could 
be (should be?) seeking refuge at 
one of two safe houses. Currently, 
Crossroads is asking for donations 
in the form of diapers and baby 
formula. If you're interested in 
lending your support, call 474- 
7421. 

The Crossroads Outreach Pro- 
gram has been alive and kicking 
since June of '89. In that time, its 
members have seen success and 
failure, even the murder of street 
workers who'd become friends. 
Their Bad Date Sheet hopes to tip

Patbways to Performance 
by Jim Klemmer 
(Macmillan, 322 pp., $29.95) 


Had it up to here with all those 
Anthony Robbins types telling you 
how to motivate yourself to great- 
ness? Too bad. 

Submitted for your approval is 
another entry in the self-help 
sweepstakes: Jim Klemmer's Path- 
ways to Performance. Klemmer, 
however, isn't all bells and whistles, 
and he's not likely to show you how 
to kick heroin or make a killing on 
the stock market. Pathways is best 
regarded as an organization lead- 
ership bible for the workplace. 

So far, the book's feedback, rang- 
ing from a V.P. at Canadian Airlines 
International to a U.S. Air Force 
Brigadier General, has been over- 
whelming. According to them, 
Klemmer has hit all the right but- 
tons when it comes to motivation. 

Klemmer's tips include 12 rea- 
sons why organizations fail (from 
"fuzzy focus" to "priority over- 
load"), selfleadership hints, and 
big-picture analysis. 

Readers should be forewarned 
that this book is geared toward 
those working in middle-to-upper 
levels of management. Those low- 
er on the totem pole will have to 
settle for advice from that greasy 
Saturday Nigbt Live dude. You 
know — the one who lives in a van 
down by the river.

criticism from her family for break- 
ing tradition would be Brandt's 
cross to bear for years. 

"I spent a long time trying to run 
away from the Mennonite culture,” 
she said.

Her inner confrontation led to 
the creation of Questions Asked By 
Mother, her first and most success- 
ful book to date. It was nominated 
for a Governor General's Award and 
the Commonwealth Literary Award.

Literature was unheard of in her 
culture, writing and publishing a 
book about Mennonite life was just 
as shocking. 

But the positive response Brandt 
received from her first book was al- 
most enough to subdue any 
anxieties she had over the commu- 
nities' disapproval. 

“I thought no one would read my

first book,” she said. “Because I was 
writing about a traditional commu- 
nity and I didn't think anyone 
would find it relevant. But many 
people from many different back- 
grounds identified with it." 


Literary criticism 


Brandt claims poetry is "an ap- 
propriate way to express the 
miraculous parts of life". She has 
taken that statement a step further 
with a book of literary criticism 
focusing on the mothers in Canadi- 
an literature and with her new 
Jerusalem Beloved. This collection 
of poetry emphasizes Brandt as an 
observer writing about her experi- 
ences while visiting Israel and 
seeing first-hand the plight of the 
Palestinian people. 

“I love teaching,” Brandt con- 
fessed talking about her job at the 
University of Winnipeg where she 
teaches undergrads everything they 
didn't know about Canadian litera-

ture. 

"I get a lot of creative energy 
from talking about good writing 
with other people. It has helped me 
to become a better writer.’ 

Before coming to Edmonton, 
Brandt had heard about the rich 
literary community which exists 
here.

“I'm interested to see what it's 
like.

ouglas Coupland, author of the 
bestselling Microserfs, is a lot 
heavier than I thought he'd be. 
Not that I was expecting to be 
given the opportunity to gauge his 
weight during the course of our 
interview last week, but the chance 
was presented to me, and fora guy 
with an imagination, and an image, 
as prominent as his, he surprised 
me. You would think his body- 
weight would mirror the light 
touch of his imagination, but you 
would be wrong. He's got some 
heft. 


Two-hander 


I found him lying on the grass 
outside Vi's for Pies, looking like 
he'd just had a fight at the Com- 
mercial. He needed the old 
two-hander to raise himself to a 
standing position and about half- 
way up 1 felt the pressure along my 
hernia scar and nearly dropped 
him. 

After introductions we started 
walking around Glenora and I 
asked him if he searched for mean- 
ing in his life the same way his 
characters do in Microserfs, and if 
he found it as they did. 

“Wow!” he exclaimed, ignoring 
the question. “This is just like sub- 


, 
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urban Denver.” 

“When were you in Denver?” 

“Hey, look at the leaves on that 
tree,” he said, walking onto some 
rich person's lawn. “What do you 
think those are?" 

“I don't know,” I responded. 
“Oak?” 

He fondled a couple of different 
leaves, picked them off, and formed 
a collection. 

"It's so cool to see trees like this. 
I live in a completely different tem- 
perate zone and so it's great for me 
to be able to see different plant 
life." 


Typical interview 


You should be getting the im- 
pression by this point that Douglas 
Coupland is not your typical inter- 
view, nor is he your typical 
conversationalist. He eventually did 
respond to my initial question, but 
only after Га asked others he'd ig- 
nored. His life meaning, he says, 
comes from writing at this point in 
his existence. 

But meaning comes from differ- 
ent places at different times. His 
family life was certainly unusual, yet 
speaks with some fondness when 
he says he gets determination from 
his father, who plows through life 
like “a tank going through a wall at 
Waco." 

He can't help but let a tone of 
nostalgia settle into his voice when 
he talks of growing up near Van- 
couver with his father as 
“half-doctor, half-farmer." 

Sentimentalism and nostalgia do

feature prominently in Coupland's 
work, particularly in Microserfs. 
This makes the book sometimes 
tedious, because it strives to be so 
ironic the author's skills don't quite 
bear up to the task. 

This is not to say Microserfs is a 
bad book. On the contrary. It makes 
for fascinating reading — if you can 
suspend your belief that it is fiction 
and instead read it as a kind of 
anthropology. One is taken to the 
centre of a way of life to an idio- 
syncratic place and time in the 
development of our North Ameri- 
can culture, being the world of 
technology. 


Anthrofiction 


Coupland examines this world 
and reports back with strange and 
fascinating news. But it is more 
anthrofiction than novel-writing, 
and that's good or bad only insofar 
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Douglas Coupland hangs IO on a Microserf wav 


as whether what he has to say is 
interesting or not. It is. 

This is also true of talking with 
him, as I continued to find out 
during our "interview." When asked 
if there's pressure to produce more 
and more "hip stuff, to remain on 
the hot seat as the voice of Gener- 
ation X" (labels he detests), he 
responds with good sense. 

"Of course not. Pressure is only 
internal. Think about it. Where else 
can it come from?" 

"But there must be a lot of inter- 
nal pressure, then, to continue to 
say interesting and important 
things." 

"I prune." 

"Pardon?" 

"I prune, I don't need to grow. 
There's so much stuff in there I just 
need to prune." 


Artistic sensibility 


I decided to be impressed with 
both the artistic sensibility and the 
hubris that allows him to think he 
needs only to access the shavings 
of his imagination in order to cre- 
ate works of art in hope they will 
last. 

Of course, his work, or at least 
his name, will last, whether it's art 
or not. 

This is primarily due to the lingo 
he's introduced into the lexicon, 
such as Gen X, McJobs and Micro- 
serfs, a kind of fame he claims to 
not control or pay attention to, yet 
which the highest "phrase" quota 
of his prose style seems to be di- 
rectly geared towards. 
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Nevertheless, he’s a young guy 
who has tapped into something, a 
kind of youthful techno-urban 
angst. q 

As our interview was coming to'a 
close, his PR person appeared as if 
from nowhere, badly flustered and 
seemingly lost deep in a crisis not 
of her own making. She was having 
trouble locating the person for the 
next interview stop, she couldn't 
find the phone number, she had no 
idea who was handling the evening 
session, where was she going to get 
the key, who... 

"Look," said Coupland. "Get on 
the phone and harass somebody. 
Otherwise there'll be a fuck-up for 
sure." 

She looked at him and it was 
impossible to tell what she was 
thinking. 

"It's a fact," he continued. "If 
you're too polite, there'll be a fuck- 
up and it won't be anybody's fault. 
Joe's wife just had a baby, Marcy 
went to the dentist, the person re- 
sponsible is out for lunch. Just get 
on the phone and find someone to 
harass and don't let “No” happen. 
I am not letting the rest of the day 
get all fucked up because we were 
too nice. I won't let that happen." 

Somewhat breathless and either 
inspired or insulted, she left, only 
to return a few minutes later. 

"It's all set," she said. "Everything 
is ready. I just talked to them the 
way I talk to my kids when I want 
something done." 

Coupland looked at her, then at 
me. "See," he smiled. "It's not that 
hard." e

G uy Siner is perhaps best known 
as Lieutenant Gruber from the 
long-running British sitcom, 
‘Allo, Allo. The series ran for 10 
years with nearly 100 episodes pro- 
duced. Siner is extremely grateful 
for the experience. 

“I became a household name in 
Britain because of ‘Allo, ‘Allo, and 
now enjoy all the privileges and 
pleasures that implies. So much has 
followed from doing that show.” 

Yet, when the series ended in 
1992, Siner found casting directors 
were hesitant to consider him for 
any worthwhile parts. 

“Time and again, my agent would 
hear, ‘Oh, don't send us Guy Siner. 
He's too well-known.” 

Envisioning a life of being rele- 
gated to British pantomimes 
because of that attitude, Siner felt 
the time was right to relocate. 

So it was off to Los Angeles to 
shake up his life. Siner got a little 
more shaking than he bargained 
for, however. One week after his 
arrival in January, 1994, the big 
earthquake hit. 


Rough introduction 


Despite this rough introduction, 
and the fact that Siner declares him- 
self to be "virtually unknown" in 
Hollywood, he says, “I’m glad to be 
there. There are so many possibil- 
ities, and there is little negativity in 
L.A. still." 

Siner seems to be thriving in his 
new home. Aside from appearing in 
several movies and a guest spot on 
Seinfeld, Siner has time to develop 
his own production company, 
Paintbrush Pictures. 

Siner feels that the American film 
industry can be quite blinkered, 
and sees Paintbrush as a way to

1 'm sitting in the theatre of the 
Timms Centre for the Arts. On 
what remains of the stage, design- 
er Bretta Gerecke swipes a mop 
over a plaster-caked grid.

por seek three different things 


One kind of person seeks a for- 
mal and sensory experience and 
allows colors, shapes and textures 
to affect his or her emotions while 
another prefers political art that 
critiques social conditions. 

A third kind of person is unable, 
or refuses to view art either way; 
abstract expressionism is seen as 
undecipherable and often elicits 
the response of "I could've done 
that," while more socially volatile 
art is found morally offensive. 

The works found at the third 
annual exhibition of the Edmonton 
Contemporary Artists' Society will 
please the first person: one who is 
concerned about the quality of the 
formal experience and the need for 
emotional expression, intuition and 
beauty in society. 

I tend to lean towards critical, 
disruptive art with something of a 
social message, so 1 would belong 
to the second category that I de- 
scribed. 


Formal beauty 


However, I have also lost myself 
within texture or been excited by 
the contrast between two colors 
unexpectedly laid side by side. Sev- 
eral of the works at the ECAS 
exhibit stirred something within me 
both through their formal beauty 
and some enigmatic voice that came 
from within the work. For example, 
pieces by Sheila Luck, Dennis Pan- 
ylyk, Graham Peacock, Giuseppe 
Albi and Violet Owen possessed a 
distinct strength and character that 
satisfied my own desire to be told 
something. 

Participating artist Mitchell Smith 
does not feel that art is a strong 
medium for bringing about social 
change and believes that art should 
mainly exist to improve the quality 
of life. He also feels that great art 
has always had an integral role in 
creating a solid cultural base for 
society. 

Smith's position made me think 
of the old “art for art's sake" argu- 
ment. However, in the face of an 
economic depression as well as 
other social problems such as vio- 
lence and racial and sexual 
discrimination, I can't help but in- 
terpret Smith's comments as simply 
irresponsible. Shouldn't artists use 
their creative and visual skills to 
explore the human condition, shine 
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ibit representative of stylistic movements 


light on social issues and propose 
solutions? If this is asking too 
much, then shouldn't artists who 
are engaged in more abstract, for- 
mal pursuits at least try to help us 
to see differently and more critical- 
ly, so that we may be more sensitive 
and aware of our surroundings and 
each other? 

On the other hand, there is some- 
thing to be said about the 
therapeutic effects of simple form 
and color. Since Vasily Kandisky 
published Concerning tbe Spiritu- 
al in Art in 1910-11, artists have 
been aware of abstract art's poten- 
tial to ease and communicate with 
the soul. 

Smith describes his own style and 
work method as "intuitive" and 
admits to just playing around with 
the paint until it looks and feels 
right. His painting, "Triton," is a 
grand butterscotch-colored piece 
built up from pearly layers of acryl- 
ic slathered across the canvas. The 
colors and finish are beautiful, but 
I was frustrated by its indifference. 


Emotional punch 


By contrast, Luck's "Apple 
Towns" somehow packs a stronger 
emotional punch. Like Smith, she 
builds texture and thickness by 
mixing gel in with a creamy gold 
color. 

"Empire of Cobwebs and Dust" 
by Panylyk is another evocative 
work that uses formal means to 
create an emotional and sensory 
response. 

"Empire" is built up from layers 
and layers of choppy, porous tex- 
ture that at first reminded me of a 
coral reef. However, it could also 
be thought to resemble organic 
matter and garbage crumbling in 
decay. The play of real and illusory 
shadows also struck me. I was nev- 
er sure if the mauve shadows were 
cast against the canvas by the actu- 
al protrusions of pink acrylic, or 
were deceptively suggested by dark- 
er shades of paint. 1 kept wanting 
to come back to this piece because 
it was just so beautifully bizarre. 

Graham Peacock's engaging "Los 
Arcos" affected me similarly since 
it is lively and wonderfully evoca- 
tive. The format reminded me of a 
windshield that could have been 
taken from a bus while the colors 
and shapes covering the canvas 
seemed to indicate the geographi- 
cal forms, water and land masses 
of a global map. 

The surface seems almost wet 
due to the use of glossy acrylics 
and applied sparkles. This effect, 
when paired with the presence of 
marbles and unidentifiable plastic 
objects (candy? toys? jewellery? gar- 
bage?) embedded beneath the

paint, there is something wicked in 
the intentional garishness of "Los 


that suggests disenchant- 
ment. 


I could put “Sculpcast” by Albi in 
the same category as "Empire of 
Dust and Cobwebs" and "Los Ar- 
os.” In Albi's painting, a ghostly 
x-ray image executed in blue and 
cream stands against a dull red 
background. The form could be 
either mechanical or organic, inert 
or in motion. 

Despite the predominance of 
abstract works in the exhibit, ECAS 
members do not subscribe to a 
group style. When I noted to Smith 
that there were very few represen- 
tational pieces in the show, he said 
that could change next year, de- 
pending on the styles of new 
members. For example, the major- 
ity of work could very well be more 
representational or stylistically dif- 
ferent in any number of ways. 

However, I agree that the strong 
influence of abstract expressionism 
on more established and mature 
Edmonton artists will probably con- 
tinue to affect the membership of 
ECAS. 

Owen's moody "In the Still 
Night" provides the exhibit's sole 
figurative study. A nude woman, 
sitting slightly askew, stares out at 
the viewer from two large dark eyes 
set in a face of silvery whites and 
cool blues. 

Unexpected hot pink accents are 
placed along the figure’s neck and 
bleed up through cooler shades 
into parts of her face, providing 
some relief from the predominant- 
ly sombre palette. 

“In the Still Night” is a haunting 
and slightly tragic portrait in which 
color and brushwork are used to 
create a nude that is intended to 
be expressive rather than technical 
The human figure, as Owen proves, 
can be an excellent vehicle for the 
exploration of human emotions. 

Landscape painting also makes a 
brief appearance. Hilary Prince and 
Hendrik Bres provide two greatly 
contrasting images of the natural 
world. Though each painting is 
horizontal in format, Prince's vast 
image of the sea could not be any 
more different than Bres's dark 
interpretation of the forest. 


Seeming movement 


Several sculptures are also in- 
cluded in the exhibit. "Petit Suisse" 
by Clay Ellis is a remarkably smooth 
bronze piece that has the same 
waxy finish as soapstone. The ef- 
fects of the polished veneer are 
compounded by the fluidity of the 
sculpture's seeming movement as 
it clings along the floor, swelling 
and receding rhythmically. 

"Tsunami," by Royden Mills, is a 
steel sculpture that is both wave- 
like, hence the title, and 
mechanical. Actually, the dull, black 
finish, geometric compartments of 
space and overall design ar emore 
industrial than organic and, as a 
result, “Tsunami” looks a little like 
a tractor. 

The majority of the pieces seem 
to require a developed sense of 
understanding of the various types 
of abstract art. But maybe I've got 
it all wrong. 

Without a doubt, these works of 
art are excellent examples of the 
stylistic movements they represent 
and maybe surrendering to the ef- 
fects of their forms and colors will 
result in a satisfying emotional and 
aesthetic experience. ,

Baby bands 


"The trend seems to be of major 
labels showcasing their baby bands. 
Indie bands are at a disadvantage, 
because we don't have the finan- 
cial backing of a major label." 

Edmonton band The Piemyn 
were also selected, but later de- 
clined. According to Kirby, who is 
also their manager, The Piemyn will 
not have their CD ready for distri- 
bution until the end of October. 

The band will be attending the 
Manitoba Recording Industry Asso- 
ciation indie conference, which 
runs the same weekend as NXNW. 

"We decided that it would be 
more beneficial not to attend, es- 
pecially since we have no product 
to bring with us," Kirby explains. 


"We are going to Winnipeg to 
promote the band in the Canadian 
market. It is a sponsored show, so 
the bands don't have to pay to ge; 
there. 

"Kissing Ophelia's CD is in the 
duplicating phase as we speak, so 
it will be extremely beneficial (ог 
them to take their product to the 
States." 

Kirby also claims that she has "no 
delusions" about what NXNW can 
or can't do for Kissing Ophelia’, 
career. 

"There won't necessarily be 3 
bunch of A&R people in the audi 
ence," she says. 

There is a positve side, though 
Kirby states that it is "very good fo; 
bands to be playing for othe;

You won't find Phish on any chart of 
any kind, yet the hippie-revival quartet 
manages to sell out huge hockey arenas 
throughout North America. This organic 
group of eco-warriors get no airplay or 
have any commercial notoriety, yet fans 


go nuts to see them. 

Why? Because every Phish show is a 
Celebration of excess: long, winding 
instrumentals, plenty of chances for the 
crowd to sing along. Phish are the suc- 
cessors to the Grateful Dead. (Does that 
make the fans Phish-heads? Just won- 
dering...) 

But after getting into two hours-plus 
of instrumental noodling, you'll hear 
Phish's influence comes as much from 
the 7705 British art rock school (Gen- 
esis fans, take note!) as it does from the 
Dead.

The Blue Moods of Spain 
(Restless) 


This album was not at all what | ex- 
pected. Anticipating cool jazz sounds 
with somewhat off-beat modern vocal 
stylings, | eagerly fired up the ol’ CD 
player and sat back, waiting to be im- 
mersed in the soul-tingling waters of 
modern jazz. Hardly surprising, really, 
given that the quartet is fronted by Josh 
Haden (son of jazz great Charlie Haden) 
on bass, with a stellar cast of musicians 
alongside. 

What | got was a somewhat sparse, 
and quite sombre collection of slow, 


moody music to which suitably haunting 
violin (played by Josh's sister, Petra), 
cello, trumpet, guitar and drums were 
added or subtracted. This depended, | 
assume, on just how far removed from 
upbeat the group wished to delve. This 
is definitely music that harkens back to 
the late-night styles of the '60s soul 
movement, with some "west coast jazz," 
somewhat incongruously wedded to the 
atmospherics of darker, emotionally- 
laden 20th century experimental music. 
The vocals insistently press the listener 
at all times to enter the moody worlds 
established. 

The music is supposed to be "a re- 
sponse to the current inundation of 
"loud, aggressive guitar rock," and it 
certainly is that. It’s not bad music, but 
there is a sameness to both the music 
and the vocals that permeates the en- 
tire effort. | find the music rarely reaches 
the emotional levels | presume the work 
is meant to access, and found myself 
waiting for some tangible release that 
simply never came. This album does have 
its moments, but fails to strike on the 
visceral level.
